Washington, D.c., Mareh 9 My last 
bulletin gave forecasts of disturbance to 
vtoss Pacific slope 8 to 12, great central 
valleys 7 to 11, eastern states 12. Next 
disturbance will reach Pacific cost 
abont 12, cross Pacific slope by close of 
13, great central valleys 14 to 16, eastern 
states 17. Warm wave will cross Pacific 
slope about 12, great central vatleys 1, 
eastern states 16. Cool wave will cross 
Pavifie slope about 15, great central 
valleys 17, eastern states 19. This will 
be the most severe disturbance of the 
month, and one of the most dangerous 
storme of the year. | warn all readers 
to he on the alert duving the time I 
hove indicated for the passage of this 
disturbance across the continent; that is 
from March 13 to 19, 

1 willinot wndertake to say where the 
worst of these storms will secur At 
nrost these dangerows «storms do not 
reach more than one locality out of a 
hundred and it is not practicable, at 
this time, to point ouf the comparatively 
few Jocalities that will suffer, But many 
lives and much property may be saved, 
and suffering and great inconvenience 
avoided by taking heed to this timely 
warning. This great disturbance will 
reach its central point on March 18 and 
the greatest effects usnally occur within 
two days, usually before the epoch is 
reached, But at rare intervals the break 
ovens three to five dars away. The best 
adviee now practicable is to keep in- 
formed of the location of the low 
storm centre then moving eastward 
across’ the continent.
